Cruiser Sends Merines to Secure Or- 
der on Russian Ship. : 


On board a Russian sailing vessel, 
 agae’ 4 lying at Spithead Roads, 
Eng.. there had been a-mutiny of so 
serious @ character that the aid of 
British marines has been invoked to 
preserve order and to secure the safe- 
ty of the officers of the ship. 

‘The vessel is the Truro, an English- 
built bark, now belohging to Russian 
owners. She was on her way from 
London to the West Indies, sailing 
light, to bring back a cargo of log- 
wood 


In the voyage round the coast she 
grounded o Worthing, and this ap- 
pears to have made the crew nervous 
for their own safety and dissatisfied 
with the conditions prevailing aboard. 
On arriving at Spithead they found 
that the vessel was not to be taken 
into dock for survey to ascertain the 
nature of the damage arising from the 
mishap. 

They then flatly refused to perform 
further work, and threats, it is stated; 
were levelled at the captain. The 
crew is composed of Russians and 
Swedes, and numbers fourteen in all, 
and all but the captain, the mate, and 
the steward adopted a policy of mas- 
terly inactivity, and refused to assist 
in navigating the ship. ; 

The captain, fearful that the situa- 
tion might become more serfous, SIg- 
nalled to the captain of H.M.S. Ber- 
wick, a cruiser lying ‘Rt Spithead, and 
asked for assistance. In response to 
this appeal a guard of Royal Marines 
from the ship, consisting of a lieuten- 
ant, corporal, lance-corporal, and nine 
priyates, went aboard, and the insub- 
ordination on the part of the men 
ceased. 

But they continued to be resentful, 
and refused duty. Two ringleaders 
were removed from the Truro, and 
with their departure the remainder of 
the crew resumed work. The British 
marines then returned to their ship. 
The matter has been placed in the 
hands of the Russian vice-consul at 
Portsmouth.

Australia’s Army and Navy. 

Speaking recently at Sydney Mr. 
Deakin, e Prime Minister of the 
Commonwealth, said that, as a conse- 

uence of the extension of foreign set- 
tlement in the Pacific, Australia’s iso- 
lated position had disappeared. She 
would lie open to the first comer but 
for the supremacy Of the British navy 
on the high seass. 

It was proposed to expend £430,000 
a year on the maintenance of harbor 
and coast defence, and £230,000 a year 
von the construction of a local flotilla. 
The Australion land defence scheme 
merely meant three weeks’ open-air 
training yearly. The Government ex- 
pected to enroll 30,000 men annually, 
so that in three years they would have 
80,000 men undergoing training, and 
in eight years 200,000 men would be 
available for service. Officers would 
be chosen according to merit only. 

The total naval and military expen- 
diture would not exceed in three 
years’ time £1,800,000 annually. - This 
was an increase of £500,000, as com- 
pared with the estimates for the ne 
ent year, but it meant the establish- 
ment of an army of 200,000 men and a 
flotilla of fifteen harbor and coast de- 
fence vessels.

Noir was a densely ignorant man, 
and nearly every word in the challenge 
was misspelt, The statesmnin respond- 
ed with the following letter: 

Dear Sir—You have culled me out with- 
out any good reason. I have therefore 
the choice of weapons. I choose the 
spelling book, and you are a dead man.

POISONING AS A FINE ART. 


Scale of Prices Submitted to the Vene- 
tian Council of Ten. 
Venetian poisoners first came into 
notoriety in the fifteenth century. At 


that period the mania_ for.polsoning. 


had risen to such,a height that the 
governments of the states were form- 
ally recognizing secret assassination 
by poison and considering the removal 
of emperors, prinves. and powerful ne 
bles by this method. 

‘The notorious council of ten met to 

consider such plans, and an account 
and record of their proceedings still ex- 
ists, giving the number of those who 
voted for and who voted against the 
proposed removal, the reasons for the 
assassination and the sum to be paid 
for its execution. 
e Thus these conspirators quietly ar- 
ranged to take the lives of many prom- 
ineht individuals, and when the deed 
was executed it was registered on thd 
margin of their official record by the 
significant word “factum.” 

On Dec. 15, 1543, John of Raguba 
offered the council a selection of poi- 
sons and declared himself ready to re- 
move any person whom they deemed 
objectionable out .of the way. He 
calmly stated his terfns, which for the 
first successful case were to be a pen- 
sion of 1,500 ducats a year, to be in- 
creased on the execution of further 
services. , 

The presidents Guolando Duoda and 
Pietro Guiarni placed this matter be- 
fore the council on Jan. 4, 1544, and 
on a division it was resolved to accept 
this patriotic offer and to experiment 
first on the Emperor Maximilian, Jobn, 
who had evidently reduced poisoning 
to a fine art, submitted ‘afterward a 
regular graduated tariff to the council, 
The highest fee was for poisoning the 
sultan, 500 ducats; for the king of 
Spain, 150 ducats, including the ex- 
penses of the journey; for the Duke of 
Milan, 60 ducats; for the Marquis of 
Mantua, 50 ducats; for the pope, 180 
ducats.—Hea!lth,

THE ENCHANTED MESA. 


Story of Great Disaster Which Wiped 
Out the Population. 

The story of the enchanted mesa 
Was but a tradition whep in 1541 the 
Spaniards first visited the pueblo of 
Acoun, in what is now Valencia coun. 
ty, N. M. Powerful tribes inhabited 
the region. These tribes or nations 
were coustantly at war with each oth- 
which accounts for the fertitied 
character Of the villages of the na- 
tives. The Queres, whose descend. 
ants now occupy Acoma, held this re- 
gion and dwelt in small fortified towns, 
the cupital of which was Acoma. It 
was not, however, the Acoma of today, 
but a city perched upon the top of the 
great rock now called Men Enean- 
It was the magnificent city of 
the nation, and there dwelt the great 
men.of the tribe, together with their 
families. & 

The rock then, as now, was unscal- 
able, save at the one point where a 
oarrow and precipitous trail led up 
the dizzy height. While not the most 
convenient dwelling place, for neither 
water nor Vegetation was to be found 
opop the summit, it was safe fom 


‘the attucks of foes. One map at the 


top.of the trail could defend the city 
against the warriors of the entire west. 
One duy, while a large number of the 
inhabitants were at work in the fields 
on the plain below or attending to the 
affairs of the tribe in the various neigh- 
boring villages, something within the 
rock or in the earth beneath it awoke 
to life and motion, There was a heav- 
ing, a squirming and a shivering of 
the great rock, and, with a mighty 
noise, it parted In twain, and a portion 
fell in fragments to the plain below. 
Such persons as were carried down 
in the debris were crushed to death. A 
worse fate remained for those left 
prisoners on the top of the mesa, for 
that which fell carried away the nar- 
row trail, the only means of ascent 
and‘ descent. The stranded ones per- 
ished from thirst and starvation. The 
present Acoma family are the déscend- 
ante-of disaster. Ethnologists who vis- 
ited the top of the rock some yeurs ago 
found unmistakable evidences that It 
had once been the site of habitation. 
The story of the disaster had previous 
to that time been discredited and con- 
sidered but an idle indian legend. The 


discovery of the ancient ruins, how- 


ever, seemed confirmatory of the tale, 
und it bas since beea credited. 


HARDNESS OF DIAMONDS. 


The Stones Can Be Forced by Pres- 
sure Into Steel Blocks. 
A word as to the hardness of dia- 


monds. They vary much in this re- 
spect. Even. different parts of the 
same crystal differ in their resistance 
to cutting and grinding. So hard is 
diamond in compurisen to glass that a 
suitable splinter of diamond will plane 
ctrts of a glass plate as a-earpenters 
tool. will plane shavings off a deal 
board. Another experiment that will 
illustrate its hardness is to place a 
diamond on the flattened end of a 
conical block of steel and upon it 
‘bring another stmilar-cove of steel. If

mond in the least. The pressure which 
I bave brought to bear in this experi- 
ment has been equal to 170 tons a 
square incb of diamond.

an attempt to bore a hole through a 
plate of this metal a diamond: drill 
was used, revolving at the rate of 
5.000 revolutions a minute. This whirl- 
ing force was continued ceaselessly for 
three days and nights, when it was 
found that only a smal! point one- 
fourth of a millimeter deep had been 
drilled, and it was a moot point which 
had suffered most damage, the dia- 
mond or the tantalum,

room, One beuntiful green diamond inp 
my collection when phosphorescing in 
a vacuum gives almost as much light 
as a candle, and you can easily read by 
its rays. But the time bas hardly come 
when we can use diamonds as domes- 
tic illuminants.—Sir William Crookes 
in North American Review.

FIERCE CANINES, 


The Wolfish Dogs of Newfoundland 
and Labrador. 

On the extreme northern coakt of New- 
foundland, as well as on Labrador, the 
fishing villages and settlements are all 
situated in the harbors and creeks 
atong the seashore, in the summer all 
intércommunication® with the various 
villages is by water, so that the roads 
are very primitive. In winter, when 
the ground is ‘covered with snow and 
the marshes and lakes are frozen, the 
Deople utilize dogs and “comaticks” to 
travel to and fro, and also for hauling 
firewood, building material, etc. Those 
fogs are savage mongrels, closely al- 
lied to their progenitor, the wolf; in 
fact, they are half wolf. 

The residents do not trouble much 
about these mongrels in the summer, 
and they are generally kept in a state 
of semisavage starvation. They feed 
on, fish offal during the fishing season 
and occasionally band together and go 
a-hunting on their own accoint. On 
these occasions they will. attack any- 
thing they come across, man or beast, 
and 80, fierce are their depredations 
that caribou, which are plentiful in 
Labrador, can only on rare occasions 
be found within twenty-five miles of 
the seacoast, as these mongrels have 
destroyed or driven .them all inland. 

Last winter it was reported that a 
team of those dogs turned on the driv- 
er and devoured him and his wife and 
child, who were accompanying him to 
a distant settlement. It bas been long 
recogrized that these packs of savage 
dogs were great obstacles in the way 
of the progress of the people in these 
parts. It was impossible for them to 
keep cows, sheep, goats or-even poul- 
try.—Forest and Stream. 


EARTHWORMS. 


They Can Move About Only When the 
Ground Is Damp. 

Ever since Darwin wrote his remark- 
able book on earthworms the general 
public has taken an interest in these 
lowly creatures. Everybody has ob- 
served thousands of them on the ce- 
ment walks during and after a rain, 
but the true cause of these remarkable 


‘wanderings is not often written about. 


‘The fact is that earthworms can move 
about only ,when the ground and the 
grass are wet. The truth of this is eas- 
ily shown. by placing an earthworm on 
some dry sdnd, when the dry grains 
will stick to its slimy skin and make it 
helpless. 

All living creatures ‘are endowed 
with the instinct to move and spread 
over the earth, Human beings, higher 
animals and birds prefer to move 
about in fair weather. To the earth- 
worm and other lowly creatures, like 
frogs, salamanders, slugs and land 
snails, rainy days are the only fair 
days for traveling. When the sun 
comes out ang dries-the roads and the 
meadows, they withdraw into their 
hiding places. As earthworms cannot 
see clearly, they crawl about in an 
aimless sort of way. If they happen to 
get on a board or cement walk, when 
the sky clears they soon die and shrivel 
up. 

When a dry season or winter ap- 
proaches, the earthworms burrow deep- 
er into the ground. At a depth varying 
from six inches to two feet each worm 
coils up into a little ball. By ald of 
secreted slime it makes a case of dirt 
round itself, and in this state it re- 
mains dormant until abundant rains or 
the spring thaws call it back to a more 
active life.

| Prof. Bolley, of the North Dakota 
Government Agricultural Station, uaf- 
ter a prolonged series of experiments 
came to the conclusion that the flax 
crop as such is not.more exhausting 

‘to land than other ordinary  farin 
crops. “Indeed,” says Prof. Bolley, 
“it has been shown by the experi- 
ments of our chemist and agricultu- 
rist and by my own bidlogical ex- 
periments that the flax plant is less 
radical in its draft upon tne soil than 
wheat, corn or oats.” 

It is almost aniversally recognized 
by farmers of thé North-Western 
States that flaxseed is the most prto- 
fitable crop for new lands and it has 
become the common practice to sow 
it on first breaking, but Pro’. Bolley 
is of the opinion that it may also be 
very profitably grown on old lands 
if a proper rotation is observed... He 
points out that the summer: season 
in the North-West is very short and 
that consequently it is very desirable 
that the farmers should have as mahy 
different crops as possible that will 
mature in a short season. Flaxseed 
is pre-eminently a short-season crop, 
maturing more’ quickly than wheat, 
oats or barley and the experiments 
carried on by the North Dakota Gov- 
ernment. agricultural station prove 
that it may be made a_ permanent 
source of income to North-West farm- 
ers if they will grow it in rotation 
with other crops.

A Number of Additional: Squadrons 
and Companies Will be Added to 
Strengthen Canada’s Militia—The 
Various Oorps Comprising the 
Permanent Force with an Esta. 
blishment of 4,854, 


Ottawa, Ont.—Militia orders pro- 
Mmulgated recently contain authority 
for the organization of several new 
regimental units and a number of ad- 
ditional companies and squadrons to 
strengthen militia. New infantry 
corps are as follows: 98th (Kenora 
district); 98th (Brandon, Man.); 100th 
(Morden, Man.); 10ist (Edmonton) ; 
102nd (Nelson, B. C.). 

New cavalry corps are: 20th Mount- 
ed rifles (Estevan, Mat.); 2ist Alber- 
ta rangers (Macleod); 23rd Mounted 
rifles (Medicine Hat). Independent 
squadrons are to be raised at Kam- 
loops and Vernon in British Colum- 
bia and also at Red Deer, Alberta. 

In western Ontario, two companies 
are added to the 19th (St. Catharines) 
thaking -it a six-company regiment; 
97th regiment (Algoma) is increased 
from a four, to an ,eight-company re- 
giment, one of these being an inde- 
pendent company at New Liskeard. 

In northwestern Ontario the 96th 
regiment is given two new companies 
at Port Arthur and Fort William. 

Annual establishments for 1908-9 
are also published and show that the 
permanent force is given an _ esta- 
blishment of 4,854, as follows: Caval-

Northern Nations Sign Agreement

province, which the Canadian North- 
ern railway is linking to Hudson's 
Bay and Liverpool beyond. 

Religious faith has impelled many 
hegiras within the United States, but 
this removal of the German. Luther- 
ans, principally from Nebraska, Iowa 
and Kaisas, to Canada, ig unique in 
the manner of ‘the going. The Mor- 
mons trekked across the plains. in 
moving wagons and encountered dan- 
ger every step of the way. But these 
German Lutherans will ride in Pull- 
mans, ‘eat three meals a day in the 
dining cars and enjoy,all the comforts 
of modern travel. It will be a hegira 
de luxe. 

These people have been in a fer- 
thent of excitement for weeks. Last 
fall one of the elders who went w 
Canada to inspect tue tract which 
later wag purchased, wrote a letter 
which was published in a Nebraska 
paper and. aroused so much interest 
among his people that they talked of 
little else but this new “promised 
land.”’ The minister has been quoted 
as saying that his people thought of 
nothing but “Canada, Canada,” all 
the time and complained that he 
‘could not get them to talk of Christ 
at all.” His ‘congregation determin- 
ed to move to the new Jand in time 
evtaise a crop this season, and final- 
lv, to satisfy them, the minister and 
two prominent inembers of the church 
were eplected as delegates to look et 
the land. The sequel was the pur- 
chase of 30,000 acres from an Amer- 
ican, J. F. Luse, of St. Paul, Minn., 
and now the exodus is at hand.

They are still iu that Passover room; 
the feast has been kept, and that new 
feast which we call the Lord's supper 
has been instituted. Some time dur 
ing the evening Judas Iscariot went 
out from them to do his devilish work, 
and how suggestive the saying in that 
connection, “And it was night” (xiii, 
50). It has been “night” for him ever 
since, with no prospect of “day.” A 
few preliminary words, including the 
hew commandment (xiil, 34), a spe 
cial word to Peter, and then He enters 
upon this great discourse, from which 
we have but two lessons. The new 
commandment just referred tc is 
found again in xv, 12, “That ye love 
one another as I have loved you,” and 
there it is prefaced in verse 9 by, “As 
the Father hath loved Me, so have T 
loved you; continue ye in My love.” 
The love of God is the most wonderfal 
topic in all Scripture, but unless we 
are in some measure loving others as 
He loves us we have not grasped it, 
nor has it grasped us. 

Within a few hours of Gethsemane 
and Calvary, which meant the greatest 
agony ever endured by ‘a mortal on 
this earth, making atonement for. the 
sins of the whoie world, He was able 
to seemingly lose sight‘of.His own 
prospective sufferings in order to com- 
fort this little band of disciples. 

If any one but He had said, “Let not 
your heart be troubled" (verses 1, 27), or 
as in Matt. xxiv, 6, “See that ye be 
not troubled.” how idle the words 
would seem! But He could truly say, 
“I and- My Father are one,” “I am in 
the Father and the Father in Me” 
(verses 10, 11; chap. x, 30), and there- 
fore He adds> “Ye believe in God, be- 
lieve alsoin Me.”

The other bill is to legalize | 
the action of the finance department 
which ‘authorized the issue of trea- 
sury notes beyond the legal limif>to 
aid the movement of crops last aut- 
umn. 

Hon. F. Oliver has given notice of 
a bill whieh will authorize the pay- 
ment to the provinces o* Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta of part of the assur- 
ance fund under the land titles act 
of 1894. 


Appointment to Forestry Dept. 

Brandon.—G. A. Bosson Krook, of 
this city, has been appointed assist- 
ant to the C.P.R. superintendent of 
forestry in the west, and he has left 
for Wolseley where he will be locat- 
ed. He will take charge of the work 
at Wolseley and Maple Creek. Mr. 
Bosson Krook is recognized as one 
of the most capable men in the west 
on forestry and kindred work. He 
igs a native of Sweden, but has been 
several years in Canada. For some 
time before leaving Sweden he was 
engaged in building and laying out 
parks at seashore resorts. He.is a 
Swedish professor in horticulture and 
agriculture and spent considerable 
time in juaging forestry work in Ger- 
many, Spain and other countries in 
Europe. 


Women Surgeons. 
New York.—Tne Sun ‘acs received 
the following. cable despatch from 
London:—The much-agitated ques- 
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Omaha, Web Prospects for the 
spring movement of settlers from the 
middie west to the Canadian north- 
west are t fully 25 per cent. more 
emigrants ... eave this section of the 
country for Cinada than during any 
previous year. This estimate is made 
up from the number of enquiries 
reaching the Canadian government 
land oftice in this city—and from the 
number of emigrants who have al- 
ready passed through, Omaha bound 
for Canada. 

Usually the movement into Canada 
does not start in Nebraska until about 
the first of May. This year the start 
was med arch, whéh 362 one- 
way ra ‘ tickets were sold 
through the Canadian iand office here 
and the purchasers took the train for 
their new home. Last year the March 
quota was less than 100. .webruary, 
1908, saw 243 emigrants pass through 
Omaha, compared with 69 in 1907. 
During January of this year only 98 
people went from Nebraska to Cana- 
da, but this mumber was four times 
as large as the number which nt 
last year during tne corresponding 
month. 


To Exterminate Cannibalism 

Lisbon.—Francé. and Portugal have 
adopted a joint scheme for stamping 
out cannibalism in their African pos- 
sessions. 

In consequence of the discovery 
that the bodies of natives killed dur- 
ing the fighting with Portuguese 
troops were eaten by the survivors, a 
conference hag been held between the 
French minister here and the Portu- 
guese minister for foreign affairs. It 
was agreed that the two countfies 
should co-operate to exterminate can- 
nibalism.

Copenhagen. A law now before 
Parliament proposes to make drunk- 
enness a misdemeanor. The bill. fur- 
ther stipulates that a person’ found 
guilty of drunkenness .more than 
three times within twelve months 
shall be incarcerated in an asylum 
for alcoholists. 

After he igs cured the Jocal author- 
ities are dt. liberty to forbid him to 
partake of alcoholic stimulants for a 
period of five years. Amy breach of 
the drunkenness law will be punish- 
ed ‘by jail. , 

The revolt against alcoholism, as 
expressed in the above bill, is the 
more remarkable as the consumption 
of alcoholic drinks is greater per ca- 
pita in Denmark than in any other 
European’ country.

Revenues from Western Lands. 
Ottawa. -A return just brought 
down in the House of Commons shows 
that since 1896, the Dominion treas-
